Groundbreaking for Santa Ana 
ICollege’s new three-story science 
building has heaped more woes 
on SAC’s already overwhelming 
parking shortage. 

For safety purposes the con- 
ractors sectioned off the 17th 
St. parking lot attached to the 
front lawn, cutting off about 70 
parking spaces. 

CARS TOWED AWAY 
The sudden overflow of SAC 
student cars in Honer Plaza caus- 
ed owner Bill Honer to take ser- 
ious action. After a meeting last 
Monday with Dean of Men Stu- 
dents Bill Corser, and the man- 
agers of the Bank of America 
and Ralph’s Market (both in 
Honer Plaza) Honer proceeded 
to have student cars towed away. 


“Bill Honer has never given 
permission for students to park 
on his property,’”’ explained Cor- 
ser. ‘‘He has signs posted stating 
that his lot is for customers only.

“When we see a student park 
his car with the SAC sticker on 
it, grab his books, and cross the 
street, we just know that he’s 
not going shopping,’’ smiled Cor- 
ser. 

Groundbreaking for the build- 
ing began last Saturday, only 
one week after the construction 
bids were in. - 

Originally scheduled for May, 
construction was delayed until 
the state department architec- 
tural review board approved the 
plans. 

THREE STORIES 


By the time the plans had been 
changed and released, the cost of 
the building had risen to where 
SAC could only afford three 
stories instead of the previously 
planned four. 

The $1,800,000 building will 
feature the best parts of already 
constructed buildings in the state. 
Four lecture halls will seat 150 
students. Six classrooms, 16 labs, 
a hot house, an animal room, and 
planetarium are also included. 

NEW PARKING 


If there is any money left after 
the building’s completion the 
southeast corner of the campus 
will be cleared off and the bar- 
racks torn down to make way for 
900 parking stalls. 


“But,” Dean Corser added a 
dismal note, “this won’t even ac- 
commodate next year’s increase 
in students. We’ll never have 
more than one-fourth enough 
parking spaces!’ 

Instructors, too, join in the 
parking hassle. ‘‘There are over 
200 instructors on the SAC 
campus,” explained Corser. “Only 
135 staff stalls have been assign- 
ed, so that leaves about 70 in- 
structors who have to find a 
parking place the same as the 
students.”

Weaver’s duties include the 
assembling of a scrapbook telling 
of the Bill of Rights campaign on 
campus and in the community, 
securing a speaker for the 
scheduled assembly and creating 
enthusiasm among the students 
and community through other 
projects.

SA Cabinet Members Debate

Whether or not to form a poli- 
cy on outside advertising was one 
of the main subjects discussed 
by the ASSAC cabinet dur- 
ing last Wednesday’s meeting. 


The First Christian Church of 
Santa Ana is showing a film for 
the public and asked the college 
if it could advertise on the Santa 
Ana campus. At first the cabinet 
was divided on the subject. One 
side argued that if the First 
Christian Church was allowed to 
publicize events on campus, we 
would have no legitimate right 
to refuse anyone the right to use 
our facilities. 


“We could be overun by out- 
side advertising,”’ said John Cur- 
tis, commissioner of publicity. 

The other side felt the film was

But the frosh are on their own 
today as the sophomores will not 
be running because of conflict- 
ing competition. Even without 
the experienced runners, SAC 
should win, according to coach 
Howard Brubaker. 

The recently - appointed coach 
admitted, “I don’t know a thing 
about them. I can’t find out any- 
thing. They are generally an 
average team. We should win.” 
~ Brubaker spent his junior col- 
lege days at Santa Ana, where he 
participated in collegiate sports 
under the direction of recently- 
retired John Ward.
